WATER  SUPPLY. 

Routine  samples  of  the  public  water  supply  taken  for  chemical 
and  bacteriological  examination  have  all  been  reported  as  pure,  and 
the  water  supply  of  the  district  is  both  sufficient  and  satisfactory. 


DRAINAGE  AttD  SEWERAGE. 

The  most  serious  flooding  which  occurred  in  January,  1943,  has 
proved  beyond  all  doubt  that  this  menace  from  the  sewers,  much  less 
evident  during  war  years,  is  still  with  us,..  It  is  a  problem 
requiring  immediate  examination  in  order  that  measures  to  deal  with 
it  can  be  put  into  operation  at  the  cessation  of  hostilities. 

Both  myself  and  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  have  reported  on  the 
general  insufficiency  of  the  sewerage  system  in  the  low  lying  parts 
of  the  district  for  many  years  now,  and  Mr.  Martin  has  a  long 
experience  and  detailed  knowledge  of  the  causative  conditions.  After 
the  flood  in  January  he  presented  a  report  to  the  Council  calling 
attention  to  the  urgency  of  the  problem.  With  this  I  concur  in 
every  respect,

The  incidence  of  scarlet  fever  continued  higher  than  in  pre¬ 
war  years  and  there  was  one  ‘'return1'  case*  Of  the  two  cases  of 
diphtheria  notified  during  the  year,  one' was  a  nurse  from  a  London 
hospital  who  had  previously  been  immunized.  There  was  an  outbreak 
of  measles  ail  of  a  mild  type  which  did  not  coincide  with  the 
cyclical  epidemic  of  the  country  as  a  whole.  The  question  was 
raised  during  the  year  by  local  practitioners  of  treating  serious 
cases  of  measles  in  the  Isolation  Hospital.  This  was  a  new 
departure  which,  owing  to  the  difficulties  the  Joint  Hospital 
Authority  is  experiencing  with  nursing  staff,  I  could  ^ot  agree  to 
at  the  present  juncture. 

DIPHTHERIA  IMMUNIZATION,  The  first  Aid  P  ost,  Cromwell  Road  *r0rth, 

was'  again  us'ed  as  a  clinic  for  the  immunization  of  school-children, 
and  I  personally  carried  out  the  greater  part  of  the  treatment. 
Children  under  school  age  were  treated  at  the  Child  Welfare  Clinic 
by  Dr.  Barker.

There  were  two  deaths  from  tuberculosis  during  the  year  which 
had  not  been  previously  notified* 

Notifications  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  males,  and  non- pulmonary 
cases,  principally  in  children,  shows  an  increase  on  the  previous 
years.  Although  there  is  no  accessive  incidence  to  comment  upon,  my 
own  view  is  that  the  predisposing  case  of  the  increased  gland 
infections  in  children  Is  the  low  fat  ration. 


CONCLUSION. 

I  can  best  describe  1942  as  a  ''tiding  over  "  year  in  which  all  are 
struggling  to  keep  things  going  with  shortage  of  staff  and  all  other 
difficulties  of  this  period,  until  the  war  is  over  and  Public  Health 
Officials  can  once  again  resume  their  v^ork  and  place  in  the 
rehabilitation  and  social  reconstruction  of  the  country.  We  ail 
eagerly  await  this  period. 

Once  again  I  voice  my  gratitude  to  Mr.  Martin  and  the  members  of 
his  department  for  all  the  work  they  are  doing.  There  can  be  few  who 
realise  the  enormous  amount  of  work  which  he  in  particular  does,  and 
through  my  close  association  with  him,  I  am  privileged  to  be  one  of 
those  few  ,

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES  AMD  SLAUGHTER h FU 

Before  the  war  there  v/ere  five  annually  licensed  and  two 
registered  slaughter-houses  in  the  district,  but  owing  to  the 
centralization  of  slaughtering  by  the  1 inistry  of  Food  in 
Canterbury,  for  the  period  of  the  war,  none  of  these  premises 
are  used  for  slaughtering  or  are  licensed. 

A  number  of  licences  for  slaughtering  under  the  Slaughtering 
of  Animals  Act  1933  continue  to  be  Issued;  there  are  at  present 
three  slaughtermen  so  licensed.

30  houses  were  disinfested  by  my  staff  during  the  year,  and  5 
fumigants  and  Insecticide  issued  to  owners  or  occupiers  for  the 
disinfestation  of  20  houses. 

SCABIES  CLEANSING. 


The  cleansing  sector  of  the  First  Aid  Post,  Cromwell  Rd.  N.,  was 
utilised  for  treatment  and  cleansing  scabies  cases  from  houses  where 
domiciliary  treatment  was  impracticable.  32  persons  all  of  whom 
except  5  were  children,  were  so  treated  and  and  cleansed.  Their 
personal  clothing,  at  the  same  time,  being  disinfected.  The  clothing 
of  one  family,  a  mother  and  six  children,  were*  so  filthy  that  it  had 
to  be  destroyed,  and  I  issued  clothing  supplied  for  anti-gas  purposes, 
afterwards  getting  it  r -.placed.  Further  scabies  preventive  work 
consisted  of  the  disinfesting  of  12  houses  houses  and  the  following 
bedding ; -

DRAINAGE 


There  are  two  cesspools  in  the  old  urban  district,  all 
other  property  being  connected  to  the  sewers.  883  houses  in  the 
added  area  are  also  connected  to  the  sewers;  133  to  the  South 
Tankerton  sewer,  187  to  the  North  Tankerton  sewer,  169  to  the 
Chest  field  sewer,  264  to  the  Swalecliffe  sewer  and  the  remainder 
into  extensions  of  the  urban  sewerage  system. 

For  the  remainder  of  the  added  area  the  table  in  last  year’s 
report,  set  out  the  means  of  drainage  provided.  This  shows  that 
there  were  456  premises  with  cesspools,  229  sink  waste  receptacles, 
323  pail  closets,  34  premises  without  sink  drainage,  and  4  privy 
middens. 

The  prevalent  wind  of  previous  winters  has  been  easterly, 
but  "during  the  winter  of  1942  it  has  gone  back  to  its  favourite 
place  in  the  S.W.,  result  being  more,  gales  and  heavy  rainstorms. 

The  immunity  from  flooding  characteristics  of  previous  years  has, 
therefore,  ended,  and  in  parts  of  the  district  sewers  have  again 
flooded. 
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HOUS  E  REKJSE  COLLECTION  A^D  DISPOSAL 

Financial  data  for  house  refuse  collection  and  disposal  are  for 
the  year  ended  31st  March  1943. 

HOUSE  R  .FUSE.  At  the  outbreak  of  War  a  weekly  collection  of 
house  r e f u s &  Trornm en c ed  throughout  the  urban  district  instead 
of  the  twice  weekly  collection  hitherto  undertaken.
